ter carries, to industrial workrs, in 
few words, a vital thought for care- 
fulness. 


The first poster of the series gives 


a record of accident reports for-the 
first six months of this year "showing 
that 1,000 persons were killed, .125,- 
000 prsons injured and over $1,000,000 
lost in wages by injuries.
